Without doubt, the greatest sorrow that can 
overtake native Californian leave his state.

magenta cosmos made colorful carpet which 
was framed the cacti and the craggy moun- 
tains. some the deep arroyos could see 
forests giant cerei, but course the engineer 
wouldn’t stop. Monterrey bridal party 
boarded the train amid showers rice. The 
tiny flower girl white satin and the brides- 
maids flowing tule dresses vivid colors, 
which were only surpassed the vivacious 
coloring the Mexican girls themselves, made 
realize that were Mexico and all this 
was not dream. Here saw our first fine 
specimen antigonum covered with showers 
rosy-pink flowers. From Monterrey, Mexico, 
Lima, never again were without this 
colorful vine, which goes under the names 
Rose Montafia, Queen’s Wreath, Coral Vine, 
and Belisima. also had the pleasure buy- 
ing the first bananas that had had long 
time. After leaving Saltillo the cactus growth 
was much more sparse and saw little in- 
terest until reached Queretaro, the home 
the Mexican fire opals. Queretaro sits the 
mouth very picturesque canyon erroded 
reddish-brown strata and many interesting plants 
grow there. Not far over the summit the 
canyon saw hillsides with red-spined Fero- 
cacti that looked very interesting.

had the pleasure staying for month 
Mexico City while waiting for aeroplane 
reservations. Our most interesting side trip was 
the one took Uruapan see the new 
volcano, Paricutin. The train winds its way like 
sidewinder over the hills, taking the long way 
around avoid climbing over the Mil Cumbres, 
thousand peaks summit. Our train passed 
along the edge two gorges that were very 
interesting. the first grew forest colum- 
Pachycereus, while the other was ablaze 
with wild flowers and snowy white Echeverias 
clinging the rocky walls. passed through 
Morelia which famous for Morelianas, con- 
fection made cooking condensed milk and 
sugar together until turns candy. These are 
served thin wafers. The next stop was 
Patzcuaro, the famous fishing lake that has been 
stocked with trout. Venders sell two fried trout 
bun the tourists who have enough cour- 
age eat them. From Patzcuaro Uruapan 
the train descends through mountainous coun- 
try covered with pine trees and wild flowers. 
Uruapan has delightful sub-tropical climate 
and surrounded hills. Here 
practiced the real Mexican laquer work. The 
wooden article decorated painted with 
glossy black lacquer and dried. Then design 
traced upon the article and every part that 
similar color has the lacquer scraped away 
with scalpel-like knife. The pigment powder 
wet with oil, and pinch rubbed between 
the fingers until smooth and then applied the 
carved-out areas with the ball the thumb 
the heel the hand. The tray then set out 
sun dry, and after drying the process re- 
peated using another color. The more colors 
article has, the more expensive each color 
represents complete and separate operation. 
The botanical garden Uruapan was also inter- 
esting. Native avocados, giant ornamental 
bananas beside which person appears dwarfed, 
coffee, orchids, ferns, and many new plants 
were flourishing. Through the garden ran 
colorful stream the bluest water have ever 
seen, and over hundred springs gushed out 
the banks amid carpet ferns and flowers. 

hired taxi for the thirty-mile ride 
Paricutin. drove the last ten miles, the 
light cover dirty gray ash increased continu- 
ally. The green trees changed dead trees, and 
the stark desolation the last five miles was 
over-powering. began realize last just 
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how bad volcano could be. short way further 
came the edge the lava flow which ex- 
tends about three miles from the base the 
volcano. Such twisted, centered jumble lava 
this, was hard imagine. most places the 
lava was over twenty feet thick, and far away 
could see the church steeple arising out 
sea once molten rock. The little Indian village 
San Juan which stood the way the lava 
flow was thought completely destroyed 
with the exception the church. This presents 
intriguing mystery; did the lava split and 
flow around the town was the church saved 
Divine Providence? mile 
across this glassy lava out the question, and 
the mystery still remains solved. 

After gracefully climbing aboard two intelli- 
gent-looking mules, set out for three mile 
trip around the lava beds. our right stood 
the towering lava tipped the distant cinder 
cone Paricutin which was smoking away like 
some genie old. our left lay the desolate 
field ash out which protruded some pathetic 
stalks corn, grim reminder that this was once 
fertile valley. Dark clouds floated over 
head gradually darkening the sky. the omi- 
nous rumble the volcano was added the dis- 
tant rattle thunder. Still plodded with 
our Indian guide trotting along foot. last 
came break the lava and turning 
the left rode towards the volcano. The sky 
grew darker and the flashes fire from the 
volcano lit the clouds like torch. Thousands 
fireflies twinkled the distant lava but 
miraculously changed small flames fire 
drew nearer. Soon were the edge 
the flow and could feel the terrific heat 
watched the steady onward flow the lava. The 
creak and snap the cooling surface would 
warn that chunk was about break off the 
flow much the ice breaks from the end 
glacier when reaches the sea. chunk 
would topple off the cliff-like face the flow, 
blast heat would strike our faces and rivu- 
lets molten rock would pour out for few 
moments. Soon began rain, and how that 
lava and snapped! Through the gather- 
ing dusk could just see the roof the only 
remaining building the village Paricutin. 
Almost covered ashes, this roof, dead tree, 
and wooden cross hill were sole remnants 
the once prosperous village. Boarding 
aeroplane for the first time was real experience 
that both enjoyed immensely. The hop from 
Mexico Balboa was made two stages, the 
first ending Guatemala City. stopped 
each Central American capital and were amazed 
the difference climate that was caused 


change elevation. Most the capitals are 
relatively high elevations and enjoy delightful 
climate, but Managua, Nicaragua, about sea 
level and very hot and humid. The size the 
lake the same name unbelievable. flew 
along one edge more than hour. The shore 
consisted network tree-covered islets 
forming very interesting pattern from the sky. 

Balboa were stranded for three days 
and soon realized how easy perspire 
the tropics. took bus trip across the isth- 
mus Colén that might stand 
the Atlantic shore. Tearing along boule- 
vard through the dense jungle was astonishing. 
How different this was from Emperor Jones’ 
struggle through similar rope-like vines. Cleared 
spaces were filled with papaya and banana orch- 
ards. The most interesting things were the 
Quipo trees, whose huge, barrel-like trunks 
were topped with sparce handful foliage. 
most interesting trip was taken the Govern 
ment Agricultural Experiment station Gam- 
boa. Here saw the strange Ilang Ilang tree 
whose green flowers smelt like spice, huge teak 
trees, the cannonball tree with its spicy scarlet 
flowers and its large solid fruit, the paper-bark 
tree, wild coffee, mangos, mangosteen, rain trees, 
calabash, vanilla beans, thorny acacia whose 
hollow thorns live the most ferocious ants im- 
aginable, the candle tree with long yellow, 
tapers, rubber trees, Cryptostegia, Spanis 
carnation, whose milky sap has been used pro- 
duce rubber, and the heavenly-sweet Frangi- 
pangi. Throughout Panama grows the African 
tulip tree with its large scarlet flowers, bread- 
fruit, and breadnut trees, coconut palms, py- 
rostegia venusta, flame vines, the worthless 
panama tree, banyan trees, and various varieties 
Indian figs, ficus trees—one which has 
large glossy green leaves and called 
rubber tree. 

Flying south interesting experience. 
After passing over mountains and green jungles 
you suddenly reach the spot the cold 
Humbolt Antarctic ocean current strikes the 
coast. Almost once green jungie changes 
barren desert and the ocean takes un- 
believable deep blue color. White guano islands 
dot the coast and far inland bleak chunks ice 
that are the high Andes loom austerely the 
rays the setting sun. Rock and sand, sand and 
rock, out here and there tiny black thread 
that the Pan-American highway, and 
occasional green valley that watered river 
tumbling down the western slopes the Andes, 
sailed below.

Notes Haworthias 


Haworthia Helmae Poelln. Repert. Sp. Nov. 
XLI (1937) 201, XLIV (1938) 223, 
Cact. Journ. (1937) 18. 


Plant stemless, 5-7 cm. diam., proliferous 
from the base, younger leaves erect, the older 
more less spreading. 


Leaves ovate-lanceolate, acuminate, 3-3.5 cm. 
long, 6-10 mm. broad, deep green and somewhat 
shining, face leaves smooth often with 
more less tubercled median line, slightly con- 
vex the upper part and often lightly recurved, 
back leaves rounded and keeled the upper 
part, often with secondary keel, the pellucid 
upper part leaf face about cm. long, with 
3-5 green lengthwise lines, the middle line ex- 


tending the tip, the pellucid area back 
leaves not pronounced and consists some 
pellucid lengthwise spots areas and with the 
same green lengthwise lines, the margins with 
distinct pellucid band, especially the upper 
half, margin and keel with whitish teeth which 
scarcely attain length mm. 

Type locality: Cape Colony; Gt. Brak River. 
Also recorded from Heidelberg George; Avon- 
tuur; Worcester; Zebra. 

Named honor Mrs. Helm Gt. 
Brak River.

After raising cacti few years how large will 
different plants become? How long will they 
live? 

short life and merry one, man, 
which comes from good food and abundance 
liquid, will life last longer without the 
fierce struggle they endure the desert 

These are interesting questions and rarely 
touched upon cactus books and catalogues. 
The latter especially great length de- 
scribe the personal charms their wares, but 
rarely give conservative information the 
plants for sale. Such questions are posers 
though can make few observations from ex- 
perience with the size and rate growth after 
five fifteen years normal California 
weather. 

The results for twenty-seven cacti and three 
desert trees are follows: 

Ancistrocactus Scheeri has become five inches 
high five years from seed and has bloomed 
and off during all the last two summers. 

Cephalocereus Palmeri, bought four inch 
seedling now, after five years, six feet tall 
with three branches. bloomed for the first 
time this summer from the cephalium the 
tallest head, and from the second limb Sep- 
tember. Birds prefer line their nests with the 
soft hair from this cactus instead the coarser 
hair Cephalocereus senilis. 

Cephalocereus senilis has grown from eight 
inches three feet tall six years. course 
there are still branches and much too 
young bloom. 

Cereus peruvianus grows faster than all other 
cacti the garden. Starting from six inch 
seedling, probably one year old less, now 
eighteen feet tall with eight branches. Flowers 
have appeared the last three years the five 
required reach this height and are seen 
many summer nights even through September. 
Cereus jamacaru began the same peru-

high. The blooms are nearly the same but they 
have set fruit greater proportion for some 
reason. 

These two cacti are close together and their 
differences are easily noted. Two years ago 
jamacaru started side arm close the ground. 
This was removed and branches have ap- 
peared since but the cactus has shot skyward 
rate which will overtake peruvianus an- 
other year. 

Cleistocactus Straussii was planted six years 
ago with three stems. Now seventeen stems 
make the clump and they are from six 
thirty inches tall. far the flowers have ap- 
peared sparingly July. 

erecta becomes surprisingly large 
for that genus. After five years there loose 
cluster twenty-four heads twelve inches tall 
and three feet diameter which was small 
three-stemmed plant begin with. The spine- 
bug prefers this cactus most others and must 
fought with frequent sprayings and ant ex- 
terminations. 

Echinocereus Laetii came five ago 
from Mexico with three stems. Now has 
seventeen from three twelve inches long and 
has bloomed June the last two years. During 
summer the stems spread out all directions, 
the longest horizontally. winter all crowd 
together seeking warmth. 

Echinocereus Engelmannii slowly 
this climate. After five years some plants have 
new stem two, others simply are little 
longer. the tortoise the genus. 

Echinocereus Reichenbachii produces one 
three branches year when young. Less when 
large, say ten heads over. have cluster 
sixteen heads which becomes completely hidden 
under the pink satin flowers May. Transplant 
this cactus when young and leave alone when 
grown you lose your plant. 
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Echinocereus stramineus grows slowly, 
branch each year less when young, more 
middle age. the life span this cactus 
double that human beings the large mounds 
three four feet diameter must well over 
the century 

have one mound three feet across and 
eighteen inches high one hundred fifty-two 
heads. fine sight when bloom the 
purple flowers are very large. Specimens this 
size are difficult transplant, course, and the 
percentage loss high. 

Ferocactus acanthodes, twenty-one inch 
plant, grows inch year. The small ones in- 
crease diameter faster than height until they 
are eight ten inches across, but have never 
had one exceed inch year any direction. 
The age these Barrels the desert must 
great because their growth some years nil. 

Ferocactus Covillei here blooms July, Au- 
gust and September. One now foot diam- 
eter and ten inches high growing the rate 
one half-inch height and one inch 
diameter per year. Because full grown cactus 
reaches four feet high and sixteen inches 
diameter this ratio increase will change. Its 
dark cherry colored flowers are unusual 
color. 

Ferocactus Wislizenii, collected cactus six- 
teen inches the three dimensions growing 
twice fast Ferocactus Covillei and the 
same diameter height ratio. mature plant 
six feet tall. The flowers are orange and the 
best looking this genus. 

elongata stella-aurata was bought 
with fifteen stems four years ago. Now has 
thirty-seven. Seedlings one two heads 
grow rapidly till maturity ten years so. 

durispina needs ten years 
reach the height eight inches and the diam- 
eter four inches. This cactus blooms most 
any time summer winter. 

Mammillaria Klissingiana, difficult plant, 
becomes three-inch sphere five years. This 
neat white cactus with ring pink blos- 
soms spring, followed red fruits and al- 
ways attracts attention. Klissingiana and 
the two best white cacti this 
large genus. 

has grown from 
inch seedling four inch hemisphere 
three years. does better with little after- 
noon shade and fast grower the non- 
branching type. 

basilaris, our native Beaver Tail, has 
become clump three feet across five years 
from single pad. 

puntia erinacea, years old, two feet high 
and three feet long. rots easily with little 
cause. 


Opuntia ficus indica twelve feet high and 
has large trunk. This cactus has reached its 
maturity and making little growth. Possibly 
two wet winters succession have hastened this 
process damaging the root system. pre- 
vent breakdown underpruning was necessary for 
several years. 

Opuntia fulgida was collected the Mojave 
Desert when small plant uncertain age. 
five years has grown thirty inches high. 
Taking two years really become established 
this cholla now acts were speeding for 
the home stretch. 

Opuntia imbricata ten feet high after eight 
years needs plenty room and several thin- 
nings each season keep from breaking 
down. This dangerous cholla not meant for 
small cactus gardens. 

Opuntia leucotricha also ten feet high but 
has used only six years for this. needs thin- 
ning twice year. The yellow edible fruit has 
different flavor than most tunas but covered 
with villianous small spines which have 
singed off. 

Opuntia linguiformis has grown faster than 
all other prickly pears. Starting from two foot 
pad, planted upright, this cutting grew four 
foot pad horizontally from each edge and there- 
fore the end the season had spread 
nine feet. The next two years the plant reached 
height six feet and, cuurse, had 
thinned and stakes. 

legal case has lately come attention 
the ordinary and has not yet been settled, 
sure readers the JOURNAL will interested. 
rare Opuntia, owned Mr. A., was run over 
Mr. B.’s car and thoroughly squashed. Dam- 
age, both practical and esthetical was asked 
Mr. the trial Mr. claimed salvaged 
two three pads and from them the plant could 
replaced year’s time this cactus grew 
very fast. (This assertion streached the point 
somewhat.) course this was denied Mr. 
sidelight the trial was the fact that 
Mr. had two tires punctured cactus spines. 
Mr. suing for full value the plant and 
damages stated above. This raised the ques- 
tion: When Opuntia considered dead? 
like apple orange tree, artichoke 

Trichocereus Shaferi, six year old, has twenty- 
five stems foot less tall. The plant hidden 
immense flowers May the stems 
heads are larger diameter than Trichocereus 
Schickendantzii which resembles otherwise. 

Trichocereus Spachianus grows one two 
feet year when thinned three four stems, 
but allowed grow naturally develops many 
stems which increase height six inches 
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foot per year. 

The following are not cacti, but because they 
are from the desert and fit well all but 
small cactus gardens, these three trees are men- 
tioned here: Desert Willow (Chilopsis linear- 
is), Mesquite (Prosopis juliflora) and Palo 
Verde (Cercidium Torreyanum). After six 
years the Desert Willow twelve feet tall and 
flowers all summer. the same length time 
the Mesquite has height and spread fifteen 
feet. blooms June. One Palo Verde, also 
six years now twenty-five feet high. Another, 
unpruned, has height and spread 
feet. They bloom from June November. 
Both the Mesquite and Palo Verde are thorny, 
while the Desert Willow not. 

Cacti doing best part shade should 
planted under the Desert Willow rather than 
the other trees mentioned, since these latter 
shed their leaves continuously and such quan- 
tity cover small cacti and disfigure large 
ones. 

The plants mentioned this article are most 
likely growing better than average and much 
faster than their natural habitats. human 
nature talk about and more write about 
proteges which well while keeping silent 
about others that not well.

Postscript. the winter 1944-45 there 
occurred two weeks weather the 
form the Sacramento famous Tule 
fogs. This kind moisture more damaging 
cacti than excess rain. The following 
plants were damaged and left place would 
course, have died before the end. 
Several Astrophytums rotted addition. 

The Cephalocereus Palmeri, previously men- 
tioned, was girdled rot ground level. 
save this plant was cut off sound tissue and 
stored till May dry place. Then replanted 
with the three arms separate cuttings. All 
grew and the main stem bloomed nothing 
had happened. 

One large Echinocereus stramineus, about two 
hundred heads was lost from internal rot. Due 
the nature and shape this plant part 
was worth salvaging. experienced grower 
can always tell this sight unseen, the peculiar 
and disagreeable odor given off the cactus 
when decay sets in. 

Cephalocereus chrysacanthus 
rotted the same way Cephalocereus Palmeri. 
was rooted cutting next summer but made 
little growth. 

Rathbunia alamosensis, branched and three 
feet tall also had rerooted cuttings. 
bloomed and made good growth contrast 
chrysacanthus. 


Now this experience and similar ones the 
past with Cerei indicate that here least, they 
should carefully watched the winter till 
eight ten years old. Most any large ones 
show scars from infections their youth. When 
detected time surgical operation, cutting 
away sound tissue, dusting with Semesan, and 
protection from moisture will result cure. The 
cut may take two three years fill in, but 
does, and full grown plant can hardly 
detected.

heart burdened with sorrow make this feeble 
eflort pay tribute dear father, Joseph Cutak, 
who passed away February 20th last, his 63rd 
year. Although ailing for the past years with what 
the doctors diagnosed nervous condition, the end 
was rather sudden blow the family died 
heart ailment Alexian Brothers Hospital without the 
family his bedside. owe everything dad. 
was from him that inherited love for plants. 
had been associated with flowers practically all his 
life, receiving his horticultural training Europe and 
then for the past years was associated with the 
Missouri Botanical Garden St. Louis, where was 
charge Exotics, including orchids and waterlilies. 

Born Svatoborice, Moravia, Czechoslovakia (then 
under Austrian rule) September 20, 1882, spent 
his youth Europe and 1912 embarked for America 
where planned make his future home. not 
know much about his early life for very seldom 
spoke about it. His parents died while was very 
young and apparently his older brother Frank and 
had shift for themselves best they could. For 
some time was doing gardening work Kyjov 
the estate two wealthy lumbermen and different 
periods was employed other private gardens. Event- 
ually came Vienna and secured job Schén- 
brunn, recognized the greatest the imperial 
castles. This castle had belonged the emperor ever 
since the sixteenth century and contained spacious 
formal gardens and menagerie rivaling the famous 
gardens Versailles spaciousness and ornate de- 
sign. 1903 and 1904 entered compulsory train- 
ing the Austrian Infantry and few years later came 
Bukovany, where met and married Miss Cecilia 
Selucky, mother his six children, which happen 
the oldest. Upon arrival America, went 
direct St. Louis and worked odd jobs, such 
rope factory and iron foundry, until opening pre- 
sented itself the Missouri Botanical Garden 1914, 
where served faithfully until his death. 

the Garden started out floriculture, growing 
chrysanthemums and other such flowers for display 
purposes. Later was transferred the Exotic de- 
partment charge the Main Conservatories, where 
devoted many years cacti and succulents. Fre- 
quently would bring home odd cactus and appar- 
ently that how got interested cacti and became 
even greater enthusiast later years. How well 
remember those moments when dad used take 
the little cubby-hole back the Cactus House 
and there show how grafted, propagated and 
raised the pets which later were become passion. 
Little did dream then that would choose horti- 
cultural career but the seed must have been sown 
those tender years and nurtured when came the 
Garden 1927 where have remained ever since. 
Dad enjoyed grafting cacti and several his grafts 
are still thriving after years, among them vigorous 
Monvillea Cavendishii which has been 
the Cactus House for many years. However, 
coincidence, this large graft collapsed its weight 
the week died and now only two main stems re- 
main. Another his early grafts still living 
lactea cristata, one the finest crests this 


type that have ever seen anywhere. Last year re- 
moved the South African Room but had split 
order insure safe transfer. 

After was placed charge the Main Conserva- 
tories dad was able devote all his time orchids 
and waterlilies. took great pride the aquatics 
and always delighted telling how raised from 
seed and flowered for the first time the “lost yellow 
tropical waterlily Africa.” you not already 
know, our Garden, like several other institutions, had 
been searching for the yellow lily hoping its ac- 
quisition able bring forth new range color 
tropical day bloomers. Our institution was success- 
ful its search and received from Dr. Burtt 
whole seedpod, containing approximately 3000 seeds. 
Although apparently immature, all were sown 
dad and through his paternal care single plant was 
germinated, grown maturity and finally flowered 
the greenhouse tank—the first yellow tropical lily 
bloom under cultivation anywhere the world.
